3. Transferring, encumbering, hypothecating, concealing, or in any way disposing of any property, real or personal, whether 
community, quasi-community, or separate, without the written consent of the other party or an order of the court, except in the 
usual course of business or for the necessities of life; and 

4. Creating a nonprobate transfer or modifying a nonprobate transfer in a manner that affects the disposition of property subject to 
the transfer, without the written consent of the other party or an order of the court. Before revocation of a nonprobate transfer can 
take effect or a right of survivorship to property can be eliminated, notice of the change must be filed and served on the other 
party. 

You must notify each other of any proposed extraordinary expenditures at least five business days prior to incurring these 
extraordinary expenditures and account to the court for all extraordinary expenditures made after these restraining orders are 
effective. However, you may use community property, quasi-community property, or your own separate property to pay an attorney 
to help you or to pay court costs. 



ADVERTENCIA ■ INFORMACION IMPORTANTE 
ADVERTENCIA: De acuerdo a la ley de California, las propiedades adquiridas por las partes durante su matrimonio o 
pareja de hecho en forma conjunta se consideran propiedad comunitaria para los fines de la division de bienes que 
ocurre cuando se produce una disolucidn o separation legal del matrimonio o pareja de hecho. Si cualquiera de las 
partes de este caso llega a fallecer antes de que se divida la propiedad comunitaria de tenencia conjunta, el destino 
de la misma quedari determinado por las clausulas de la escritura correspondiente que describen su tenencia (por 
ej., tenencia conjunta, tenencia en comun o propiedad comunitaria) y no por la presuncion de propiedad 
comunitaria. Si quiere que la presuncion comunitaria quede registrada en la escritura de la propiedad, deberia 
consultar con un abogado. 



ORDENES DE RESTRICCION NORMALES DE DERECHO FAMILIAR 
En forma inmediata, usted y su cdnyuge o pareja de hecho tienen prohibido: 

1. Llevarse del estado de California a los hijos menores de las partes, si los hubiera, sin el consentimiento previo por escrito de 
la otra parte o una orden de la corte; 

2. Cobrar, pedir prestado, cancelar, transferir, deshacerse o cambiarel nombre de los beneficiarios de cualquier seguro u otro 
tipo de cobertura, tal como de vida, salud, vehiculo y discapacidad, que tenga como beneficiario(s) a las partes y su(s) 
hijo(s) menorfes); 

3. Transferir, gravar, hipotecar, ocultar o deshacerse de cualquier manera de cualquier propiedad, inmueble o personal, ya sea 
comunitaria, cuasicomunitaria o separada, sin el consentimiento escrito de la otra parte o una orden de la corte, con excepcidn 
las operaciones realizadas en el curso normal de actividades o para satisfacer las necesidades de la vida; y 

4. Crear o modificar una transferencia no testamentaria de manera que afecte el destino de una propiedad sujeta a transferencia, 
sin el consentimiento por escrito de la otra parte o una orden de la corte. Antes de que se pueda eliminarla revocacidn de una 
transferencia no testamentaria, se debe presentar ante la corte un aviso del cambio y hacer una entrega legal de dicho aviso a 
la otra parte. 

Cada parte tiene que notificara la otra sobre cualquier gasto extraordinario propuesto, porlo menos cinco dias laborales antes de 
realizarlo, y rendircuenta a la corte de todos los gastos extraordinarios realizados despues de que estas ordenes de restriccion 
hayan entrado en vigencia. No obstante, puede usar propiedad comunitaria, cuasicomunitaria o suya separada para pagara un 
abogado o para ayudarle a pagarlos costos de la corte. 
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
